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Wistaria vine open house 
scheduled Sunday, Mar. 27 

Sierra Madre’s world-famed Wi.staria Vine, the talent shows, as well as garden tours, running con¬ 


histone Richardson House and Lizzie’s Trail Inn 
will all be open for visitors on Sunday, Mar. 27, 
from noon to 4 p.m., in a joint event sponsored by 
the Sierra Madre Beautification Committee and 
Historical Society. 

Both events are free of charge. 

Entry to the giant vine, which spreads over two 
properties privately owned by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Feeney and Mr. and Mrs. Robery Solt, will be 
at 535 N. Hermosa Avenue, one block north of 
Carter. 

The great vine, now 84 years old, boasts branches 
over 500 feet long and contains an estimated 
million and a half blossoms. 

Listed in the Guinness Book of World Records 
as the world’s largest flowering plant, it was the 
feature, in the ’2Qs and ’30s, of wistaria fetes 
which attracted crowds estimated, a least one year, 
to have exceeded 100,000. 

Visitors came from around the world and 
the fetes became elaborate affairs which included 
princesses and spectacular themes, luncheons served 
under the canopy of the vine and various art and 


currently in the village during the fetes which lasted 
up to six weeks. 

The vine’s ancestral tree can be traced back to 
China from whence it was reputedly brought to Europe 
in the 13th Century by Marco Polo. 

Our local spelling is thought to have been based 
on its original namer, Henry Wistar, which would 
make wistaria — rather than wisteria — the correct 
spelling. No doubt some early Sierra Madrean was 
more erudite than “all them others’’ who spell it 
with an “e.” 

Because it is world-renowned, we also capitalize 
the title: “The Wistaria Vine’’ — Sierra Madre’s one 
and only. 

In China it has graced pagodas and temples for 
thousands of years and is considered a divine plant, 
favored by heaven and the gods themselves. Certain¬ 
ly its lavendar-blue color and graceful mien is en¬ 
chanting. 

It is, however, a monster. Estimated to weigh 
225 tons, it collapsed the first house it graced when 
the owners foolishly let it climb over the roof.

Sierra Madreans have life 
threatening experience 


Two Sierra Madre residents had a hair-raising 
experience on Chantry Flat Road just above Santa 
Anita and Arno last Monday, Mar. 14, in which 
one of them was beaten by a transient wielding a 
baseball bat. 

At about 4:30 p.m., Mark Beckwith and 
William (Chris) Christian, both Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents and racing cyclists, decided to take a ride up 
Chantry Flats for a bicycle training ride. 

“It was a normal training session for us, 
something Chris has done over 200 times and I have 
done about 70 times. At about 5 p.m. we had 
ridden up from our homes to the bottom of Chantry 
Flat and were heading up the road,’’ Beckwith 
remembers. 

About halfway up the steep incline they were 
passed by a black Chevrolet pickup with a white 
shell, a model in the late ’70s or early ’80s, the men 
recall. There were two males in the car and two 
large dogs in the back of the truck. 

Beckwith remembers that one of the people in 
the truck yelled something at them as the truck 


passed the cyclists. 

“This is not an uncommon experience. Many 
times people shout things at cyclists on Chantry, 
ranging from cheers of encouragement to curses 
and obscenities. We are used to it and don’t

Now it is supported by a heavy metal frame¬ 
work and is curtained with careful and constant 
pruning, an unending chore since, even approaching 
the century mark, it is an exhuberant grower. 

Seeds from the vine will be presented to visitors 
again this year by the Beautification Committee, 
together with planting instructions, as a beautifica¬ 
tion project aimed at perpetuating the beauty of the 
plant. 

Ihe Richardson House and l izzie's Frail Inn 
have also figured prominently in the history of Sierra 
Madre. 

Accoriling to the Historical Society's “Siena 
Madre Vistas,” Levi Richardson built the modest 
house close to 1.30 years ago. It has been restored 
and furnished with period pieces, as well as articles 
from a number of pioneer Sierra Madre families.

I rail, has a colorful past, including serving up ol 
illegal liquor during prohibition days, as well as 
home-made sillies and ice cream lot parched and

think much of it,” Beckwith explains. Beckwith ran up the hillside, hid and wat 


Just before reaching the top, the same truck was 
heading back down from the top. Again, there was 
"unintelligible shouting.” At about two-thirds of 
the way down the truck was pulled over to the right 
side of the road (at about marker 16, Beckwith 
says). 

“Christian was about 100 yards ahead of me 
and the truck appeared to let him go around. At 
that point the truck pulled out into the road going 
fairly slowly so that I had to apply a lot of brakes to 
slow down.” He appeared to be a short white man 
with long curly blond hair and a dark moustache in 
his late 30s, Beckwith remembers. The truck slowed 
more and pulled half off the road. The driver, 
a bigger man with shorter blond hair, waved at 
Beckwith as if to tell him he wanted the cyclist to 
pass; however, Beckwith was leery and decided to 
stay behind. 

“I rolled along very slowly and soott they 
proceeded to travel down the road. I let the truck 
get so tar ahead I couldn’t see it anymore,” 
Beckwith remembers. 

Around the bend, however, the truck was 
parked and one of the men was standing at the 
edge of the pavement with one of the dogs. Ihe 
man shoved Beckwith off his bicycle and he rolled 
several feet. The front wheel had separated from the 
bike and Beckwith said the assailant hurled it tiff 
the side of the road into the chaparral. 

The suspect picked up the rest of the bike as 
if to throw it to the ground but Beckwith says 
he managed to get it away from the assailant and 
threw it off the side of the road into a patch of 
softer grass. Then, Beckwith remembers, the sus¬ 
pect began beating on the Sierra Madrean, slugging 
him on the face, his torso and the suspect picked 
Beckwith up and dropped him to the ground re¬ 
peatedly. Beckwith remembers that the man’s dog 
bit him on his feet atid neck, also. Several blows 
to Beckwith’s nose broke the nose. 

He remembers that a woman cyclist came by 
about that time and the assailant stopped beating

him and ran to the truck. 

Beckwith ran up the hillside, hid and watched 
the truck pull across the road where the assailant 
jumped out. dug into the truck and came up with a 
baseball bat. 

At this time Chris Christian of Sierra Madre 
entered the scene. He had ridden down to the gate 
and had stopped to wait for Beckwith. After seven 
minutes of waiting, Christian thought that perhaps 
he should run home (since he was very close to his 
home) to get the car to use for investigalioti. How¬ 
ever, he decided to c*ycle up to look for Beckwith 
instead. 

About half a mile up the same truck came 
down with only one person in it. "It crossed over 
the center line and Christian swerved to the right so 
as not to get hit. “The driver of the auto slammed 
on the brake, the door Hew open and a guy 
came out screaming over and over ‘I’m going to 
kill you.’ He came after me with a baseball bat 
and Just missed me. He swung, missed, threw the 
bat at me. He picked up the bat to get me but I 
was too far away. By now I was on my bike 
going 15 to 20 mph. I knew the minute he came 
out of his truck that he was going to kill me. The 
guy ran back to the truck and I decided to ride uphill 
as fast a pirssible and hide,” Christian remetnbers. 

Around the corner came the passenger from the 
car on foot with his dog, and he said, “I saw that 

cra/y (-) swing that bat at you.” He told 

Chiistian that that man in the truck was on his 
way to [d Monte w here he lived. 

"I split.” he told Christian. "He just beat the 
h— out of guy riding a bike. Hey, 1 didn’t get in¬ 
volved." 

At that point. Christian saw the people in the 
nearby turnout and asked them to go up the trail to 
find Beckwith. One of them explained that his 
bike had been stolen by the pair in the truck and 
that Beckwith was really hurt.

Committee, community face 
possibility of skate park

Will a skateboard park be built in Sierra Madre 
or is it only a dream? This question has rotated 
again and again around Sierra Madre the past few 
months, and as a result of these questions a citizen’s 
committee has been formed, headed by Susan Hart¬ 
ley. The group calls itself the Sierra Madre Skate¬ 
board Association. 

Hartley and other committee members appeared 
before the Parks and Recreation Commission 
Monday evening with some suggestions concerning 
the possibility of such an endeavor. 

The result of the meeting is that Shari Burnett 
made the motion that members of the P and R Com¬ 
mission meet with the skateboarding group in the 
near future for a study session. 

Basically, they suggest that the city use the land 
just above Heasley Field for three “bowls” each of 
which would service beginners, intermediate skaters 
and experienced skaters. At the same time this 
area could be used for roller skating and BMX 
cycling. They request that this place be fenced off 
from the public and be governed by the Parks and 
Recreation Dept, in the same manner as the city 
swimming pool. 

The land in question, suggested by City Admin¬ 
istrator Jim McRea, is an approximate triangle at 
the rear of Heasley Field where it abutts the settling 
basisn, they say. The area measures roughly 250 
feet on each side. Hartley explained that the com¬ 
mittee feels the environmental impact on the city 
should be minimal since parking, toilet facilities 
and electrical wiring for lights are already in place. 

“Noise levels are proven to be no higher than 
during a baseball game or swim meet,” Hartley 
told the group. She pointed out that surrounding 
streets would be safer for pedestrians and drivers 
if youngsters had a specific place to practice skate¬ 
boarding skills and at the same time the youngsters 
would be safer off the streets. 

Hartley suggested that local people be charged 
$10 per annum while outsiders would pay $15 
per annum. She suggested hourly rates of $1 for 
local users and $1.50 for out-of-towners. She caution¬ 


ed that all figures are “hypothetical.” 

The committee, called Sierra Madre Skate¬ 
board Association, projects that total revenues 
during the first year would be $114,700 and the 
second year, $107,450. Expenditures, they believe, 
would be $67,290 the first year and $38,840 the 
second year. 

They project that first year revenues from mem¬ 
bership would be about $5750 and that money 
coming from the pro shop on the premises should be 
$3200 yearly. They also believe in concessions 
with net profits at $5700. And equipment rental 
would be about $4750 the first year. 

Hartley explained that they had received offers 
of help from several local craftsmen and businesses 
and that these included free materials, materials 
at cost and free labor, to name a few. They have 
also received offers of help from professional skaters 
and other celebrities, they say. More fundraising 
information will appear in next week’s News. 

Several members of the audience asked per¬ 
tinent questions about fundraising as did Parks and 
Recreation Commissioners. 

David Lemming “supports the committee. It’s 
a great endeavor.” Sallyann Mallen is “not opposed” 
and yet she would not like to see it banned from 
city streets if the youngsters wear protective guards. 
Dennison Warren is “neither pro nor con” but he 
is concerned about the “tremendous influx (of peo¬ 
ple)” that such a park could bring to Sierra Madre. 

Judy Webb-Martin .said she was “delighted. It 
is an athletic event and the kids must be astute. 
Kids are all coucjleous . . . It’s time for Sierra 
Madre to address this group of pre-drivers.” 

Gene Torncello is the father of two skate¬ 
boarders and is “aware and sensitive how dangerous 
it is. I don’t know if it is appropriate (for the 
building of the park) to be handled by a munici¬ 
pality ... It is best left to the private sector.” 

Shelley Lausten and Robin Berry spoke for 
brothers who are skateboarders and say they are “1(X) 
percent with the skatepark.”

senger in the truck and ultimately with the driver in 
the truck.

Christian says, “I’m upset that these things 
happen. This is the third time I’ve been assaulted 
on that road since 1980. Chantry is the perfect steep- 
short training trail and members of my racing club

there. Every time an incident like this happens, I 
make an official report to the Sierra Madre Police 
Department.

You 
cross the line above the gate and it’s no man’s land. 
I’m also upset about the way I’ve been treated 
trying to get information. Sometimes I feel more 


like the suspect. 1 do want to say though that Officer 
Cordischi was great at the scene of the accident. 
He got the guy and was directing the ambulance. 
. He also interviewed Mark at Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital.” 

The area is owned in parts by Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, Monrovia, Sheriff’s department and the 
Forestry department. 

Christian told about being chased by a man 
with a.^.knife up on the road and another time 
having someone pour a can of oil on a turn and 
“waiting for us to crash.” 

Cyclists go to Chantry mostly ^on weekends 
and after work around 4 p.m. during the week. 

Both Christian and Beckwith are racers and en¬ 
joy the .sport on a weekly basis. They particularly 
like the Chantry road because it’s a 3.4-mile 
verticle run with a 1500 elevation, perfect for 
training.

City Council buys 
communication system 
for Police Department 

At Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting, 
the Sierra Madre governing body voted to pur¬ 
chase the Motorola Communication Center for 
the police department instead of accepting the 
Metro Mobile unit because, according to Bob Tay¬ 
lor, Police Department technical representative, 
“Metro Mobile won’t last as long as Motorola.” 

The bid of $80,25^.94 was accepted and a bene¬ 
fit hearing is .scheduled for Apr. 12. 

The general public is urged to attend the meet¬ 
ing about the Mariposa Parking Lot Project sche¬ 
duled for Monday, Mar. 28, 6:30 p.m. in the City 
Council Chambers. Property owners, merchants 
and other interested individuals will hear A1 Warot 
of Willdan & Associates who are spearheading the 
project. 

Ben Garson, chairman of the transportation 
committee of the Sierra Madre Commission on 
Aging, Inc., spoke about the need to increase 
transportation service for seniors and the general 
public. 

“We need expanded service and Dial-a-Ride 
to meet the service to the seniors,” he explained. 
“S.M.A.R.T.System is working very well but it only 
encompasses Sierra Madre. Allocation of Proposi¬ 
tion A funds has already been provided. The funds 
are there.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea explained that 
expansion of the service would allow for trans¬ 
portation service for Arcadia, Coco’s, Fashion Park 
and the general area of the Arcadia Medical Cen¬ 
ters at Baldwin and Duarte Road, once in the 
morning and in the afternoon. He continued 
that $70,000 a year is received by Sierra Madre. 
The fund balance is $200,000. Under the S.M.A.R.T. 
system the city pays all but the 25 cents or 50 cents 
of the cab fare of those who purchase the tickets. 
In a Dial-a-Ride plan the operator of the vehicle 
would be paid for so many hours on the road, 
McRea said. 

“We would need a qualified operator of a van, 
paying $25 to $30 per hour. If we rent a bus we 
pay $50 an hour,” he explained. He also said that 
he was not sure the seniors wanted a van although 
the parks and recreation department would very 
much like a van to transport their youngsters to 
various jaunts around the valley. 

The council authorized the Commission on 
Aging to get proposals for the alternate Dial-a-Ride 
program. 

Police Chief Bill Betts requested the City Coun¬ 
cil to OK changes in the use of skateboards in 
the general traffic district of downtown. Instead 
of the sidewalks in the “Central Traffic District,” 
Betts suggested the code should read, “It shnU be 
unlawful for any person to ride . . . upon any 
roadway or upon the sidewalk in the central area 
of Sierra Madre bounded by and including the 
streets of Montecito Ave. on the north. Mountain 
Trail Ave. on the east, Suffolk Ave. and Mari¬ 
posa Ave. on the south and by Lima Ave. on the 
west.” 

Skateboarders and roller skaters may not cross 
over Orange Grove, Sierra Madre, Grandview, 
Michillinda, Lima, Baldwin, Mountain Trail and 
Santa Anita.

Betts explained that the added requirements 
are due “to extremely hazardous activity and gaps 
in the ordinances covering the activity.” 

The City Council instructed City Attorney 
Charles Martin to draft an appropriate Merger 
Ordinance for contiguous properties for the Apr. 
12 meeting. 

In community communications. Fire Chief Ed 
Tracy reported that he had heard rumors that 
five years of useful life had been taken off the 
life of the new pumper that was driven from New 
York earlier this year. He said driving the pumper 
to California actually saved $3000 and the three 
firemen who drove the vehicle. Firemen Messer- 
smith, Heydorff and Beveridge, gave up 30 days 
to get the apparatus out here safely. 

“I bring this to the attention of all to suggest 
that if anything is said about the fire department, 

I encourage you to clarify those concerns with us. 
We stand ready to answer inquiries,” he concluded.

Questions: 

— Should the city allow Sierra Madre’s last remaining 
“oversize” lots to be split up into smaller and 
smaller parcels to benefit developers — as well as 
local property owners themselves? 

— In the face of inevitable change and progre.ss, can 
existing municipal zoning and building codes be 
conformed to — or should they be modified — give 
both environment-conscious as well as property 
rights-concerned citizens win-win solutions. 

These issues were perhaps key to the debate 
involving two tentative parcel map and variance 
proposals before the Planning Commission Thurs¬ 
day night. 

At issue were: Art Del Key’s request to create 
two lots from an existing site on Highland Avenue. 
Del Rey, a developer, wants to move an older 
home, which now straddles the old lot line of what 
is considered two lots under the original deed on 
tract maps, onto one lot and develop the other. Un¬ 
der existing code, a house that occupies what once 
may have been more than one lot is generally 
considered a “merged lot.” 

Del Rey stated that the smaller lot sizes that 
would result are clearly “not incoasistent” with 
other lot sizes in the neighborhood — his would be 
50 feet wide. Commissioners disagreed with his 
findings and questioned whether a developer should 
be allowed to split a merged parcel which would 
then violate current city code of a 60 ft. width 
and specific setback requirements. 

Commission members admitted, however, that 
under the state code Del Rev’s split parcels would 
conform to a 7500 sq. ft. lot size, and he could 
build if he demolished the existing structure and 
met some seven safety and health factors. Com¬ 
missioner Hutchinson said, however, that if the 
developer chose to do that the "commission would 
simply have to fine one factor to prevent him.” 
Other commissioners expressed dismay that a 
potentially historic home would be gone, and 
moved to present the matter to the Cultural Heritage 
Committee.
